H. M. S. Lapwing has left Vigo for the 
scene of tho Serpent's wreck, An Admir- 
alty official, in an interview on the subject 
of the disaster, has expressed the opinion 
that the .Serpent's compasses may have beer, 
disturbed by reason of the contiguity oi the 
iron along the coast. 

There will probably not be enough of the 
vessel left to furnish evidence of o" "1> 
value, and the tluee sailors who survived 
can hardly bo expected to possess tiny ex- 
port knowledge of tho craiser's construc- 
tion. Newspapers of nil shades of politics 
comment .severely upon the fact that the 
vessel was sent upon a proteligod cruise 
after experience had shown Iter to be un- 
able to encounter the boisterous seas of the 
western coast of Kurupo without breaking 
down.

Fays the Penalty of His Grime

A Sicken iiiff Spectacle at the Execu-

Ottawa, Ont., Nov. 14.— Birehall, the 
murderer of Benwell, was hanged ut 8:30 
o'clock to-day, in the precincts of the Wood- 
stock goal. 

The ollieials of the jail were up early this 
morning. Some of them had been up all 
night. Birehall hod no sleep, but had watch- 
ed and prayed through the dreary hours 
with tho Rev. Mr. Wade, whose loyal kind- 
ness and Christian devotion stood him in 
good stead. Breakfast was served to the 
prisoner at (i o'clock by Deputy \\ hitohead, 
and consisted of three poached egga and 
peaches, canned blackberries and coffee. 
Birehall partook of all with his usual appe- 
tite, and even greeted the man who brought 
it with tin attempt at a jesting, pleasant 
"good morning." Rev. Mr. Wade joined 
him in u cup of coffee. Soon afterwards 
Sheriff Perry and Prison Inspector Cham- 
berlain entered tho c;ll and rend the war- 
rant to the condemned mail. 

His friend, Latham, had been admitted 
in the meantime, and as tho fatal words 
were being read, Birehall shuddered a little 
and turned to his friend, saying, "Take 
hold of my hand, old man." The request 
was quickly complied with, and the two 
btood together, hand in hand.

The Banting of Vilu, 

London, Nov. 14. — A summary of the 
report of Herr Michells, German consul- 
general at Zanzibar, gives details of the 
burning of the city of Vitu, on the eastern 
coast of Africa, near Xo.li/.ibar, by Admiral 
Freemantle on October 29th. Germany 
having recently surrendered to England tho 
Protectorate of Vitu and iis district, con- 
sidered the British responsible for any 
injury inflicted on German traders of the 
colony, and Admiral Freeman tie was 
ordered to avenge the killing of nine Ger- 
mans by tho people of the African town. It 
appears, however, that tho massacre was 
not entirely unprovoked. Mr. Kunzel ar. 
rivud at Limon with ten men about 
the end of August, iutendinc to curry 
on the lumber trade in Viti. Ho 
afterward, went further into tho village o[ 
Konudimi where he intended to establish « 
saw mill. Sultan FumoprotBstecl and called 
Kunzel to Vitu, They had a conversation 
which must have teen rather violent, ios, 
the German contractor left the Sultan. He 
made a scene upon the public square, 
where the sovereign's standiu d was display- 
ed on a flagstaff, and insulted the Sultan 
publicly. On account of these proceedings 
Kunzel and bis companions were led into a 
house at Vitu and kept tinder watch. 
There they spent several days, until their 
patience being exhausted, and, believing 
that they were not well watched, they at- 
tempted to escape. Arming themselves with 
revolvers which they had managed to 
conceal, they left the prison mid walked 
toward the gate of the oily, but were soon 
stopped, firing began, but it is impossible, 
us admitted in Herr Mitchell's report, to 
say which sii'.e bred the lirst sbot. Mr. 
Kuny.el was killed, with eight of his com- 
panions. Only one member of the party 
was able to escape to tho underbrush, and, 
though wounded, to reach Latnon. A man 
left by Mr. Eunzel in charge of hia estab- 
lishment near Vitu was murdered after- 
wards. The natives in the city gave chase 
to all the whites who could be seen, most of 
whom, however, succeeded in escaping with 
their lives. Nevertheless, the plantations 
of the survivors were attacked and burned, 
and the men are. now at Lamon, having lost 
all they possessed. 



Cattlemen Perturbed, 

London, Nov. 11, — There was inueb per- 
turbance this week among the cattle dealers 
who read the L : ve Stock Journal. It con- 
tained the announcement that American 
cattle were to be excluded from England on 
account of the prevalence of pleuro-pncu- 
monia in New Jersey. There was no ground 
for the announcement, as it was based on 
information received over two months ugo. 
The head of thu veterinary department of 
the British agricultural department, of 
which Bight Hon. Henry Chaplin is head, 
said no such action wuh contemplated. The 
announcement rested on a dispatch si>ut by 
Consul-General Bowker, of New York, on 
September 13, that two eases of pleuro- 
pneumonia had been discovered in New 
Jersey, where none bud been heard of for 
years.

MINERS' MASS MEETING. 

Largely Attended Gathering at the Nanalino 
Opera House on Thursday Morning. 

A numerous assembly of persons prac- 
tically interested in mining, was hold on 
Wednesday morning in Mahrer's opera 
house, Nanaimo, under the auspices of 
t ho Miners' and Mine Laborers' Protec- 
tive Association. Miners of Wellington, 
East Wellington and Nortlitield inarched 
into Nanaimo in procession, beaded by 
their brass band, and at half-past eleven 
o'clock Mr. 'fully Boyce, president of the 
Association, took the chair, and in his 



several motions, the subject being 
finally left in the hands of the Delegate 
Board. 

After some further business the moot- 
ing adjourned. 



the Iastaix months, about $30,000 had been 
collected and paid out to the Miners 
at present on strike, in reference to 
which the prospects of the miners were 
as bright as ever, the shipments from the 
Wellington colliery not having exceeded 
:!,000 tons since tho strike. He read a 
report from the Vancouver Telegram re- 
lative to tho dissatisfaction of those sub- 
scribing 10 per cent, of their wages, and 
asked if they were dissatisfied with pay- 
ing that percentage.

Ho would say for the men 
of Nanaimo, who had contributed for | 
their support, that they had not been o;; e i 
cent out of pocket and if tho s'ril.o con- 
tinued for twolvo months tiioy would 
stay with it. Were tho winter over they 
would quickly brinjj C ho DunUmttira to 
terms and br/i U g th u troublo to their own 
doors. 

"It was moved and seconded that thu 
men still continue to pay 10 per cent of 
their earnings to the ltoliof Fund, and if 
necessary, increase it to 10 per cent. 

A miner said it was not too far to turn 
Jjack. He asked if the officers of the 
Union were above criticism, any 
more than the originator of the 
McKinloy bill. There was loud dis- 
satisfaction among tho men of Nanaimo, 
where there were large families who could 
not atibul to pay the 10 per cent, and, he 
asked, if they have sufficient funds, why 
not bring it down to live per cent. The 
first law of nature is "self preservation, 11 
but a man must not give what his family 
noeds. If it were necessary ho would 
give 15 per cent., but there were those 
who would have made good members of 
tho Union, had the percentage which was 
not needed been less.

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THE OREGON TRAIN WRECK. 



Hardly one of the Passoiiffcrs ou 
tlio Train Escaped 
Uninjured. 

> Coroner's Jury Find the Railway 
Compiiny Ciiiilty of Criminal 
Negligence. 



Sat.hm, ^"V. 13. -The first liens of 
ytsfcerday'a train disaster that reached 
Knlmn camo by an Indian student of the 
CllOinnwa Bchool, who arrived a lit • I o be- 
fore!) o'clock, having ridden in. Ho 
said a huvidred people wero hilled. Im- 
mediately every physician in the city and 
:, large number of lielpora were sum- 
moned and taken to the scone. Every 
available ri« in the city was taken within 
a few minutes, and hundreds were soon 
upon the Bcene. 

A relief train was also ordered im- 
mediately from Albany- A part of the 
Albany express that passed over the 
deadly trestle . illy a few minutes before 
the ill-fated train went down at once. A 
wrecking construction tram was started 
from Portland, and will clear the wreck 
and repair the break as rapidly as poa- 

" The loiifc-th of the bridge is about 000 
feet. The' trestle work there was from 
sixteen to twenty feet high. It is sup- 
posed that the engineer felt the trestle 
■/ivo way as soon as his engine struck it. 
Fie oave one short whistle and set the 
brakes. The train moved ahead about 
fiO yards as it went down, and the wreck 
was the work of less than a minute. 

Scenes nt Salem following last [light s 
disaster are moat mournful. At S..'!U this 
morning a train arrived from the wreck 
bearing the killei and wounded, and 
hundreds of Salem people were in atten- 
dance to help carry them on stretchers 
to the Willamette hotel, which was con- 
verted into a hospital for the time being. 
Undertakers' vans stood at the depot 
grounds with their suggestive receptacles. 
A long Slo of men only slightly crippled 
walked slowly toward the hotel, support- 
ed on either side by helpful citizens or 
railway employes. Men and women with 
faces blackened, bloody and bruised were, 
carried out on stretchers, apparently un- 
conscious or resting after tho horrors of 
the night. It took an hour to unload two 
cars of the unfortunates. 

Among the injured was John Miller, of 
Victoria, B. 0., hurt in the back and 
kidneys, also slight injuries to head and 
wrist. 

rUK COMPANY CENSUKED. 

After hearing tho evidence and viewing 
the remains and the wreck, tho coroner's 
jury returned a verdict that the accident 
w-as the result of an unsound, unsafe 
bridge, and that tho said Southern Pacific 
Railroad company is guilty of criminal 
negligence in allowing such a s'ructure to 
stand and to bd usod for the passage of 
trains, a constant meif.ee to life and prop- 
erty, which said company has pledged to 
protect and transport in safety. 

OARINO FOB THE INJURED. 

Portland, Nov! 13. — A special train 
bearing those slightly injured arrived 
here this afternoon. They were taken to 
tho Good Samaritan's and St. Vincent's 
hospi'als. where they are receivma every 
attention. Those more soriously injured, 
of whom mention has already been made, 
wore left at Salem, The number of in- 
jured passengers brought to this city is 
twenty-four. It cannot be determined 
what earned the wreck unt 1 an official in- 
vestigation is had. By some the » reck 
is attributed to a misplaced rail. 

Just as i he relief train, bearing tho 
wounded from the scene ■ f the wreck to 
the city, arrived in East Portland, <J. 
(ireibel," of Milwaukee, traveling agunl 
forthe Bl.ift Brewing company, expired, 
making the number of dead live. Groibel 
had both logs broken and hi.s body badly 
crushed, also receiving injuries about his 
bead. The body was taken to the morgue. 

Capt. Ednell, of San Francisco, who 
bad both logs broken, was taken to the 
Hotel Portland, where he is being cared 
for. The remainder of the wounded were 
taken to different hospitals. 

It is thought by surgeons that Capt. G. 
E. Bowden, of Tacoina, who is at the 
(rood Samaritan hospital, cannot recover. 
He is sulfeririy from a concussion of the 
spine. He was accompanied by two little 
daughters, one of whom, Ida, suffered a 
broken arm and dislocated shoulder. The 
party wore on their way to Australia. 

Among those receiving slight injuries 
wero Meyer Wolheiin, of Mount Vernon, 
Wash., and Mr. and Mrs. Wellzner, of 
Portland, who were married yesterday, 
;iiiil were on a bridal trip to San Fran- 
cisco. 

THE WORK or TRAIN ROBBERS. 

Portland, Ogu., Nov. 14. — Those 
wounded in tho bake Labish accident are 
improving and no further deaths are an- 
ticipated. The theft of a crow-bar from 
the section house near Salem the night 
before lends some color to tho story that, 
tho train was wrecked. No motive other 
t iau that prompted alone by murderous 
villainy, can be assigned for such a deed, 
so fearful and bloody in its conse- 

■ nances. Spoakingof thetrestlo, Engineer 
Greendahl said : "The bridge has al- 
ways been safe and sound, and I cannot 
believe that the accident occurred either 
through faulty construction or neglect. 
The timbers will speak for themselves. It 
is cloar to my mind that tho train was de- 
railed. It is not a matter of guess, but of 
tiossibility." Division Superintendent 
Fiold R]Kiko in the same strain. I le doos 
not hesitate to believe that the accident 
was the work of train wreckers. 

Tho railroad company post the follow- 
ing notice: "There is every reason to 
believe that the accident to the Califor- 
nia express near Chemawa, seven miles 
north of Salem, was caused by the track 
being tampered with. This company 
offers a toward of S5,000 for tho arrest 
and conviction id tho guilty parties.

Excitement ou tlio New York stock 
Exchange, Snbsiding-No 
More Failures. 

The Situation in London Improving 
Rapidly Gold From Paris 
and Rio Janeiro. 



New JTork, Nov. 13.— Tlio Btook mar- 
ket to-day, wliilo still vary active, showed 
less excitement in curly trading, und 
afterward subsided into the ordinary ap- 
pearance, with only usual fluctuations. 
The general understanding in the street 
lias undergone a marked change for the 
better, and in tliu opinion of most habit- 
ues of the street the object of the in- 
fluential combination of capitalists 
which lias forced the recent decline has 
been accomplished, and with the effecting 
of reforms in the railroad business now 
there will come a general improvement 
in values. The late reaction from the 
luw prices of two days ago is regarded .as 
principally the effect of governing shorts, 
together with some buying by those who 
had thrown their holdings over on the 
.scare. 

There were no further failures or hank 
.suspensions to disturb the even course of 
events, but the bcais demonstrated the 
fact that they have not as yet gone into 
their holes, ami are still very much alive. 
The natural tendency of prices to advance 
.after the hifj severe drop was checked, 
and while fluctuations wore on a com- 
paratively small scale, they were in some 
eases very material, though fund changes 
are in most cases for fractional amounts 
only. 

The market opened excited and weak. 
2SorLh American was 2j| points lower, at 
16, and on enormous sales declined to 8 ; 
rallied to 13, and again reacted to 1-. 
The general list showed on the opening 
a decline of .'. to i.'.', per cent. 

At 11 o'clock a confident feeling was 
restored, and activity increased towards 
the end of the hour, while prices ad- 
vanced more rapidly, and tb«r« warn 
gains over the lowest prices of early deal- 
ings, extending to 2J for Atchison, 
Northern Pacific preferred and Rock 
Island being prominent m the upward 
movement, which carried most of the 
list beyond the prices of last evening. 
The market at 11 o'clock was active and 
strong, at the highest figures of the hour. 

At noon money was tight at 12 per 
cent. The downward movement made 
progress in Villards later in die hour, | 
and North American rallied to ',), but the 
general test was fairly well at noon, 
prices ruling active and steady, at small 
fractions better than the opening. 

Stocks after 12:110 were linn and the 
best prices of the forenoon were again 
reached. A decided weakness was de- 
veloped toward 2 o'clock, however. 
JSugar refineries became the leader of the 
decline, dropping from 58 to 54| North- 
ern Pacific preferred lost Ij, at (10), and 
Atchison li, at 30J. After some hesita- 
tion the decline was resinned. Union 
Pacific scored a loss of 1-j. The down- 
ward movement then acquired additional 
force, and everything went oil', the mar- 
ket becoming again demoralized, and be- 
fore the delivery hour all the forenoon's 
advances were completely wiped out, 
wiih fractions in addition. Northern 
Pacific preferred was subjected to special 
pressure and retired to 57'.. At 2:15 the 
market was active and weak at the lowest 
prices of the day. 

Stocks were still disturbed after 2:15, 
but soon recovered, and prices again 
moved up, though the movement lacked I 
vim. Northern 1'acilic preferred rose 
from 571 to (id. The market at this re- | 
covcry again became <|uiet, and closed 
.active and fairly steady at slight changes 
from the openings. The list is again 
lower. Sugar is down 'M, Northern Pa- 
cific preferred, 21 ; Paci'ic Mail, ."J ; 
Louisville & Nasnvillo, 11, and North 
American 7jj, with only fractional changes 
in the rest of the active stocks. 
( lovertnnents steady. 

No PANIC IN I.OXIlO.N. 

London, Nov. 13.— (New York Herald 
Cible.)— Two million pounds in go'd will 
ijj snipped from Paris to London to-uior- 
row, and will be sent into the bank on 
Saturday, and more gold is on the way 
from Russia and more gold from Rio 
Janeiro. The report of a panic was un- 
founded. The si 1 nation was undoubtedly 
nervous, but the next few days promise 
an improvement. At no time during the 
present depression has there been any- 
thing likely to be construed into an abso- 
lute panic. To-day's settlement was got- 
ten over without any failures. Every- 
body looked forward to many fail- 
ures, the strained condition for 
the past week having made 
this almost inevitable, and there was 
great surprise at the firmness with which 
every one met the ordeal, it was pri- 
vately reported to day that a well-known 
bank was in difficulty, but to-night the 
matter is said to have been arranged. 
Americans closed at their best prices. 

London, Nov. 13.— The stress in 
stocks during the last few days has been 
due to the weakness of a largu private 
bank, This firm is now amalgamated 
with a large Loudon bank, a sale of £50,- 
O00 worth of consols yesterday consum- 
mating this transaction. Confidence now 
prevails, and everything is on a firm 
basis. This morning prices seemed 
Ih'iner, but became woakur compared 
with yesterday's closing, and then ad- 
vanced 1 1-0 for consols and fractional 
advances for American securities. At 
3:30 p.m. the market was flat, in conse- 
quence of the prevalence of unfavorable 
rumors regarding a discount house. The 
exchange cloHed below New York, and 
took all the stock thrown on the market, 
causing a linn tendency.

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INSTINCT OF PLANTS. 

A Numlior of Interesting Experiments 
with ntudorln Vinos. 

The correspondent of Garden and For- 
est describes some interesting experi- 
ments with Madoria vinos, which illus- 
trates how olosoly the actions of certain 
plants resemble those of animals. The 
oxporimonter's attention had boon at- 
tracted to tho peculiar movements of 
the vine- in Its spiral ascent of a stick. 
Wo quote his report, of the experiments. 

1 1' allowed to (^ow a few inches abovo 
the support, the extremity of the plain, 
■.•.ill sway backward and forward a few 
hours, and then will on tor on a regular 
revolving movement, always from right 
to loft, or contrary to the direction in 
which the hands of a ivatch move. One 
revolution is made in three hours 

One of the plants observed bopati to 
grow on April first, and at the cud of 
sixteen days it was eighteen inches high. 
It was loo heavy to stand erect, and be- 
gan to fall away from the pot, which 
■stood on a table, toward tho floor. This 
was done gradually and apparently wi i .1 
conscious care. It seemed to feel 
times licit it was letting itself down too 
fast and would stop with a jerk, like .1 
nodding child half asleep. 

When near tho floor it began doscril - 
ing ellipses about three inches in diam- 
eter with its upturned extremity. ( in 
tin' nineteenth It was twenty-six Inches 
in length, and would describe acrescent- 
shaped loop seventoon inches in length 
and about six indies wide in about two 
hours, on the twenty-third ii revolved
